Office Of Censorship 
Prohibits Traffic In 
Censor Labels & Seals 


The Office of Censorship at 
Washington has released the fol- 
lowing ruling: 

“In connection with the exami- 
nation of postage stamps and other 
philatelic material passing through 
the international mails, the Office 
of Censorship announced today 
that all traffic in censorship labels 
and seals has been found to be ob- 
jectionable and that such material 
“henceforth will not be permitted 
in the international mails.” 

While no official explanation for 
this developement was made avail- 

ble, it is interpreted by philatelic 
5 as meaning, for one thing 
that the collecting of censors’ labels 
and seals, and of war covers bear- 
ing such labels and seals, will be 
looked upon by the censorship au- 
thorities with disfavor and as be- 
ing unpatriotic. Specifically, col- 
lectors in America will no longer 
be permitted to send the labels 
and seals to points abroad or to 
receive them’‘as enclosures in mail 
from abroad.

To most of us a Coin is just 
something to buy things with—a 
Stamp is simply a way \o get a 
letter or package carried. But to 
the collector of Stamps and Coins, 
they are both full of human in- 
terest and deep historical signifi- 
cance. Stamps or coins, in one 
form or another, carry a dramatic 
story of the struggles of mankind. 

It has been sai dthat the Stamp 
is “A winged messenger of Pro- 
gress”, and true it is that anything 
that encourages comimunication 
between people of different states 
or lands is, a big step toward un- 
derstanding and good wil, It also 
plays a big part in the develop- 
ment of commerce and industry. 


THE PHILATELIST—the defi- 
nition of this word might be sim- 
ply “One who is a stamp collector 
carried to the highest degree”, For 
stamp collecting may be only a 
question of saving stamps and 
pasting them in a book or it may 
be far more. As the science, Phil- 
lately, it Is far more. It includes 
rules and regulations, experience 
in determining values and a tech- 
nique of its own, But even to the 
veriest amateur it it a fascinating 
hobby, and it need not be expen- 
sive for often the most interesting 
collections are cheaply obtained. 
And each bit of paper, so collect- 
ed, becomes a treasure rare. 


Before the coming of that bit 
of paper (The Postage Stamp) We 
who take it for granted the postal 
service of today may well get a 
backward look at the struggles 
our forefathers endured. We who 
simply stamp a letter and drop it 
in the mail box can hardly credit 
the stories of delay and loss. And 
let us realize the seriousness of the 
delay by remembering that most 
of the people were exiles from 
home; alone on a foreign shore, 
Even as late as when Benjamin 
Franklin was post master general 
for the Colonies, a letter took 
longer to go from Virginia _ to 
Massachusetts than it now takes 
for one to travel from New York 
o China! 

The first plan to get foreign 
mail through was the act.passed 
by Massachusetts in 1639, order- 
ing that one Richard Fairbanks be 
appointed to take care, in his own 
home, of “all letters sent to or 
brought from foreign shores.” He 
was to charge one penny for his 
labor, But did the colonists take 
advantage of this order? Very 
few did; they sent mail by ship 
captain or passengers; they drop- 
ped letters in the post bag which 
went from the tavern, subject to 
the caprice of the landlord. And 
the method of payment was “left 
to the descretion of the public”. A 
touching example of this faith in 
the public is shown in an act of 
the Legislature of Virginia in 1661 
which, practically, made every 
farm and plantation a post office. 
It provided that—All letters— 
shall be. immediately conveyed 
from plantation to plantation to 
the place and person directed to,

Well Known Washington

From Washington comes word 
that the Navy Depariment has 
notified the wife of Major Otho 
Larkin Rogers, United States 
Marine Corps, of his death in ac- 
tion, presumably in the Southwest 
Pacific.

“T am second in command of 
1,400 of the fightengest marines 
you ever saw and we are in there 
for keeps, and you can be assured 
we will fire the last shot around 
Christmas, 17943.”

Receive Cover Of New 
Zealand Health Stamps 


From Wellington, New Zealand 
comes a first day cover with the 
1 plus % penny and the 2 plus 
1 penny New Zealand Health 
stamps of the new 1942-43 issue. 
These are both pretty and attrac- 
tive stamps with a happy, smiling 
boy and girl in a swing, typical 
of strong healthy free children 
as found in America as well as 
in other free countries of the 
world. 

First day covers from Auckland, 
previously reported seem to have 
made faster time than covers 
from Wellington since this cover 
reached Sidney on November Ist, 
just a month after date at Well- 
ington, The cancellation is in- 
teresting. It is a large single line 
circle with “WELLINGTON” at 
top, “N. Z.”’ at bottom and in a 
single straight line across the 
center ‘-1.0C42.12NOON”

Like the “forgotten man” of political campaign fame, the fore 
gotten stamp collector comprises fully 80 to 90 per cent of the people 
who profess an interest in stamps and stamp collecting. 

Just how much interest one must have to be acknowledged ag 
a stamp collector is a question that has never been determined. A 
great many collectors choose to consider themselves as a Philatelist, 
probably with the thought that such designation sets them apart and 
distinguishes them in some manner from he ordinary breed of stamp 


says that a philatelist is a stamp 


@collector so that makes them of 


the same tribe. 

There is probably much more 
room for argument as to whether 
one is a stamp collector or not a 
stamp collector than there is room 
for argument as to whether one 
is just a plain philatelist or some 
sort of a super collector as they 
doubtless hope to imply by the 
use of the word philatelist. 
Taking the first group, which is 
by far the largest and which ig 
the group that is mostly forgotten 
by those who exploit the hobby 
most, we might analyze it as fole 
lows: There is the person who gets 
a few stamps from the mail 
where they work, the stamps ape 
pealed to them in some way, pose 
sibly as souvenirs from a foreign 
land cr they may have read in the 
newspapers something about old 
stamps selling for high p-ices and 
they snitch those from the office 
mail, in the hope that they will 
find a fortune. To these people 
any common foreign stamp is a 
rare thing. Eventually this same 
person may acquire or find a few 
old United States stamps used in 
1492 as shown by the dates on the 
stamps and picturing Christopher 
Colymbus landing in America. 
They know they are old because 
of the date. Then there is the 
youngster who takes to stamp 
collecting like he takes to mar- 
bles and tops or model plane 
building. It is from this group 
that most of our future “philate. 
lists” spring. 


It is this group that is exe 
ploited by the approval business 
which is the backbone of many 
small stamp concerns and which 
supports a number of larger oneg 
whose business runs into a conside 
erable volume of business and 
who employ a few hundred peo- 
ple im their operations. It is at 
thi, point that many future cole 
lectors can be made or unmade, 
If it were possible that the deale 
ers who cater to this class of trade 
could be impressed with the good 
that could come to our hobby by. 
a proper handling of this trade, 
the mortality rate in young col« 
lectors would not be so great, and 
more of them would grow up with 
the hobby. Closely allied with thig 
same group are the older versons 
who take an interest because 
“Johnny” is collecting stamps and 
some of these older people finally 
steal the show from “Johnny” and

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Stamps Of Corea And 


Sudan That Changed 
Uistory In Those Lands 


Because the Kingdom of Corea 
wanted to enter the Universal 
Postal Union in 1885, a man was 
stabbed and thousands of people 
were trampled in the greatest riot 
seen in Asia during the nineteenth 
century. 

The Universal Postal Union is 
actually an agreement between 
nations to permit the passage and 
delivery of foreign mail. That is 
why one can send a letter from 
the United States to Canada, or 
Brazil, or Great Britian, or any 
other country, without having to 
pay postage other than the reg- 
ular U. S. charges. Before the 
union was formed people in other 
lands had to pay postage due 
when receiving a letter from 
abroad. 

In 1885, Corea, now Japanese 
territory, prepared to enter the 
Postal Union, The king and his 
prime minister were very happy 
over the change, for they felt that 
their country would receive more 
business and become more power- 
ful because of the new relations 
with the rest of the world. A 
great banquet was held and the 
representatives of all the foreign 
governments were invited to hear 
the news. During the celebration 
Min Yon Ik, a trusted agent of 
the king, staggered into the ban- 
quest hall bleeding from a dozei 
dagger wounds. Some of the na- 
tive officials tried to kill him, 
for he was believed to be amcng 
those against Corea’s joining the 
Postal Union. 

As soon as the news of Min 
Yon Ik’s stabbing was noised 
about a huge riot began that 
stormed its way through the 
streets of the Corean cities and 
towns, threatening to sweep out 
and kill the “foreign devils” in 
the country. Speakers’: who were 
against mixing with the white 
men urged their excited hearers 
to smash and pillage the homes 
of the representatives of the for- 
eign nations, The small Corean 
army managed to hold its own 
against the maddened throngs and 
gradually the excitement died 
down. The Coreans began to see 
it was their leaders who had act- 
ed without consulting them in- 
stead of the “foreign devils.” The 
king withdrew the application for 
membership in the Postal Umion 
and the special stamps which had 
been prepared for the event were 
never placed in use. 

The early postage stamps of the 
Sudan, in Africa, nearly caused 
a revolution among its very re- 
ligious Mahammedan people. The 
British Government uses water- 
marked paper on all of its postage 
stamp issues and the designs are 
varied depending on the place 
where the stamps are to be used. 
Somehow or other, no one was 
able to tell, a cross was selected 
for the Sudan stamp watermark. 
As the Mohammedans call the 
Christians, who follow the Cross, 
unbelievers, the Sudanese were 
angered that the sign of the unbe. 
lievers had been placed upon their 
postage stamps. 

For several years the leaders 
of the people threatened revolt 
until Great Britian reprinted the 
stamps on paper watermarked with 
the Cresent and Star, the sign. of 
Allah, prophet of God, Then all 
was calm and peaceful in Sudan.

blossom out on their own hook. 

In these instances the damage 
done by the mishandling of the 
cheap approval trade shows up 
much quicker, by either causing 
the parent to forbid Johnny from 
taking any more stamps or the 
parent who has become interested 
stops himself, or if of the right 
calibre will quickly learn where 
and how to buy and may become 
a sound collector. 

It is of course an acknowledged 
fact that these younger collectors 
are not buyers of the rarer and 
higher priced stamps, yet on the 
other hand there is a certain clas, 
of young collectors, the children 
of the more wealthy parents who 
often become very fine customers 
of the dealers they patronize and 
the dealer who is not bright 
enough to recognize this fact and 
to treat these younger collectors 
with the same consideration and 
regard that he may give to the eld- 
ers, is muffing an opportunity 
that he will have much cause to 
regret in the future for it is many 
of the young collectors of this 
type who do become our best col- 
lectors as they advance in years. 

We have known many instances 
of boys in their early teen, and 
even younger who have been buy- 
ers of stamps to the extent that 
they have built up very excellent 
collections even unto the 5c and 
10c*1847’s and complete sets of 
the Columbian issue. 

It is quite true that there may 
come and there does most fre- 
quently come a period in the lives 
of these collectors when their al- 
bums are laid aside and forgotten 
temporarily, but a very heavy 
percentage of this type of collector 
carries on some interest in the 
stamps year after year and many 
of them do take up the old collec- 
tions in later years and blossom 
out as active collectors, 

Then there are other types of 
collectors, such as the ladies. For- 
ty years ago it was a rare thing 
to find the name of a womdn as- 
sociated with stamp collecting. 
Since then, the number has in- 
creased by many fold year after 
year until today, many names of 
‘women are among the lists of ex- 
hibitors at leading stamp shows 
and some notable collections are 
possessed by these ladies. 

Dealers who have been bright 
enough to consider this trend have 
foun@® that on the average, the 
ladies are customers equal or bet- 
ter than the average male custo- 
mer since many of them have am- 
ple funds for stamp purchases. 

While there may be some, we 
have yet to learn of ladies who 
are rabid specialists in the true 
wense of the word, or perhaps we 
should say students of the type 
that build specialized coliection, 
and use their magnifying glasses 
in search for missing links and 
other things in postage stamps. 

Another type of collector, at 

least they acknowledge an inter- 
est in stamps and thus might be 
classed as collectors and in fact 
are so classed by the less inform- 
ed, is the man who takes a flyer 
in investing in stamps for a future 
profit. Perhap, almost all of this 
type are or have been collecting 
stamps in some manner or form 
in a small way and with some 
surplus cash, believe the stories 
about profits in stamps, and put 
some cash on the line. Too often, 
this person is so inexperienced in 
the field that investments § are 
made without due regard to qual- 
ity or condition and future efforts 
to sell such material results in a 
rude awakening. 
We also have the collector in- 
vestor who doe, make good, that 
man who has kecome a more or 
less experienced philatelist due to 
many years of interest in stamps 
and who uses the same judgment 
in his purchase of stamps for in- 
vestment as he would use in the 
purchase of stocks and _ bonds, 
This type usually can _ unload 
with satisfying results. 

Other. types embrace those men 
who have had an _ interest in 
stamps from some reason or other 
for many years, many of them 
without any contact with other 
collectors, yet they plod along in 
their own way, having a faith in 
their own judgment and with 
ready cash are able to lay away 
quantities of current stamps 








which in the course of years de-

velop into very profitable items. 
These men seldom have a collec- 
tion in an album as we think of a 
stamp collection, but they have 
boxes, stock books, approval cards 
and other containers filled with 
a miscellaneou, accumulation of 
stamps which they have gathered 
in years gone by and the whole 
lot more nearly resembles a good 
dealers stock than a stamp col- 
lection, yet they choose to be 
known as stamp collectors. 

Taken as a whole, most people 
who claim to be or who are recog- 
nized as stamp collectors are of 
the types as outlined above, In 
this country of around one hund- 
red and thirty million people there 
are a large number of people who 
will come within the class of stamp 
collectors as above mentioned. 
Just how many, no one knows, 
there i, probably no way of find- 
ing out, but we do not believe that 
the number is anywhere near the 
famous ten million as frequently 
referred to by the late Postmaster 
General Farley. 

It is a fact however that of all 
people interested in stamps in 
some manner or other, but a very 
small preentage are what we 
would call active stamp collectors, 
in that they either belong to a 
stamp club, take a stamp paper or 
buy the annual edition of the 
Scott catalogue. 

It is probable that there are 
between fifteen anc twenty thou- 
sand collectors who helong to 
stamp club, of some nature or 
other. Many of these belong to 
one or more local clubs and to 
one or more national organiza- 
tions is that duplication of mem- 
bership is heavy. The next group 
can include those collectors who 
take a stamp publication regular- 
ly. This number is much larger 
than the group- who are stamp 
club members. Probably most 
stamp club members are _ sub- 
scribers to one or more stamp pa- 
pers, but there are a large num- 
ber of collectors who are not mem- 
bers of any stamp club, yet are 
subscribers to one or more of the 
stamp papers. This is due partly 
to the fact that the small cities 
and towns and the rural districts 
have no stamp clubs and do not 
boast a sufficient number of col- 
lectors from which a society or 
club can be organized. Some of 
these people are members of the 
national societies, but most of 
them have no contact except 
through stamp papers and by cor- 
respondence. 

We would estimate that the 
number of collectors who take one 
or more stamp publications may 
run to some figure around 40,000. 
Then to enlarge our field we will 
have to include ag active collecivrs 
that group who buy the annual 
Scott Catalogue. This group is 
larger, we believe than the group 
that belongs to a stamp club or 
takes a stamp paper. Naturally, 
we think of practically all in the 
first two groups as being a part 
of the third group, so that we can 
see that besides those who are 
club member, or subscribers to a 
stamp paper there are _ several 
thousand who get the bulk of 
their stamp contacts from _ the 
Scott Catalogue. Just how large 
this group is we can not guess, for 
Mr. Clark keeps secret the num- 
ber of catalogues that are printed 
and sold. 

My estimate however, as to the 
composition of the last three 
groups above mentioned would be 
that the number will approxi- 
mate a hundred thousand people 
who are sufficiently interested in 
the hobby to regularly either be- 
long to a stamp c“ub. take a stamp 
paper or buy the annual catalogue. 

The number in the other groups 
who have been mentioned far 
outnumber these latter three 
groups and I. should hesitate to 
make a gues, as to that number, 
but roughly I would believe that 
the number is mroe than ten times 
as large, fluctuating however dur 
ing each 12 month period, reach- 
ing its heigth somewhere between 
January and June each year. 

To get at the real picture of 
stamp collecting however, we 
must give most consideration to 
the hundred thousand collectors, 
for itis around this group that the 
stamp activities of the country 
are centered. It is to this group 
that publishers and dealers have 
catered and I seriously question 
if those who are responsible for 
our publications of all kinds, in- 
cluding magazines, auction cata- 








logues, phamplets, books and 
booklets and of course the annual 
catalogue, are not neglecting the 
opportunity to more thoroughly 
interest a larger number of col- 
lectors in a more active paticipa- 
tion in stamp collecting. 

To cater to a larger number of 
people, the published material 
must be simplified. The finest 
publication in America is of course 
the Collectors Club  Philatelist, 
but the circulation of this publi- 
cation is the least of any of the 
better known and recognized 
stamp papers. This is true princi- 
pally because the club is com- 
posed of the most advanced type 
of collector, the wealthy specialist 
as well the student of lesser 
means and the publications pages 
are of no interest -to the amateur. 
This is doubtless as it should be 
for this type of collector is en- 
titled to an outlet for hig interests 
and the paper fills that bill ad- 
mirably. 

Perhaps the paper next to the

group, To any collector who has a 
complete file of Harry Lindquists 
STAMPS I need only suggest that 
you carefully compare the first 
volume ‘with current issues in re- 
spect to clas, of matter printed 
and you will readily grasp the 
idea that to please and satisfy a 
large number of readers, thus get 
a large circulation that will make 
a magazine profitable it is neces- 
sary to skip most of the highly 
specialized material and get down 
to common ordinary stamp col- 
lecting to reach the desired end. 

Because of this and in order 
that he might have an outlet for 
his own interest in the publication 
of the more specialized type of 
material, his popular volumns 
known as the Stamp Specialist 
have provided such an outlet. 

Few highly specialized articles 
are published by any of the other 
papers and the chief reason is that 
readers as a whole do not want 
that type of material in their pa- 
pers because a specialized article 
on any single country or group of 
stamp, would probably appeal to 
such a small percentage of the 
readers of any paper that it would 
be undesirable for publication. It 
is true of course that most all of 
us do collect stamps of our own 
country and one might say, why 
not specialized articles on U. S. 
issues. There again comes the rub 
for the sole reason that of the 
100,000 collectors, a very small 
number, only a small fraction of 
one per cent are of the type of 
collector who is a thorough spec- 
ialist. 

It has long been my belief and 
here is where we get around to 
the catalogue matter, that what 
is most needed by our hobby is a 
very complete simplified cata- 
logue, 

We admit that the production, 
preparation and arrangement of 
the annual catalogue must be a 
terrible headache, yet it must be 
done and from the standpoint of 
the publishers I would believe 
that their chief interest is in how 
to do it to please the most people, 
to se#l the most catalogues, to pro- 


duce the most money and profit} books 


for the publishers.

HELP WANTED 

Never before has there been such a demand for help as is pre- 
valent in almost every country of the world today. A second rate 
paper hanger by the name of Schickelgruber started this demand on 
man power and at the present time is so pressed for more help that 
he is resorting to shanghai methods. As a result of his acts, he has 
forced the same conditions on almost all other parts of the world, 
until today, help is the biggest problem for every employer and that 
includes everyone in this country from Uncle Sam himself down to 
the smallest business firm with a single employee. 


In the case of Uncle Sam he siaris out by taking what he wants 
and then hiring all the others that he can get at high wages and this 
situation puts the litle fellow in a spot where if he can do so he 
might just as well fold up and join up. 


Already the man power has been drawn on to such an extent 
that the women are being used in large numbers. It is unnecessary 
to look at the country as a whole to vision and understand what is 
happening. In every small community and Sidney is a typical one, 
plants working on war business have been enlarged and expanded 
and the plants are in operation around the clock for seven days a 


week. 


One large plant here now employs about 2700 people in three 
shifts, seven days per week. The office employees have been greatly 
enlarged to take care of the routine necessary to handle this number 
of péople. Only this last week, a bright young high school girl of 
18, who had no previous office work experience before a couple 
months in our office, was gobbled up by the more attractive wages 
paid by government endowed plants. We small business men who 
have to fight out our own problems can not pay such wages as are 
paid in these war industry plants and as a result are in great need of 
help. It may surprise some of the readers of this paper to know that 
your editor personally handles all the work connected with this 
publication in the preparation of copy, reading and checking proofs, 
correspondence and the many other details connected with the work. 


It is a job that tew people would relish tackling by themselves, 
We have always tried to keep a girl in the office for the writing 
and filing of subscriptions and subscription changes and such other 
work as addressng’ and mailing circulars, ete. Certain parts of that 
work can be temporarily dispensed with but to take over all of it 
in addition to my present work is a bit more than one person can 
handle. 


Here in Sidney, the women are working in Defense plants at 
high wages. We are told that of this one large plant employing 
around 2700, that about one third of the employees are women who 
are on machine shop work. Pay ranges from 60 to 70 cents per hour 
for up to a 66 hour week. The local help have been swallowed up 
long ago and about two thirds of the 2700 employees commute from 
near by small towns and villages. 

We hear insistent demands on the radio for everyone to go into 
government work. For our own part we would gledly follow this 
trend if it were at all possible for us to fold up our paper, lay it on 
the shelf and again take it up after the scrap is over, but such an 
act is only equivalent to killing the business and would seem the 
wrong thing to do in view of our own physical liabilities,- 

Therefore we must carry on and endeavor to garner a few ex- 
tra dollars with which we can continue to buy war stamps and 
bonds and in that manner endeavor to do our bit, 

The problem of help however is going to be a very serious one 
for us and we can only ask our readers to bear with us through 
this present period. When the war is won, all our troubles will be 
different ones than securing—help for there will be a surplus of that. 

When this situation presents itself it is our hope that we can 
secure the assistance of some bright philatelist, who has a thorough 
stamp knowledge and at the same time a love for printers ink. The 
time will come when the burden of a publication of this type must 
be shifted to younger shoulders and there will be an opportunity 
here for a capable younger man who is not afraid of work. 
CENSORED 

In our issue of the 15th of October we printed an article in 
which we attempted to demonstrate the possibilities of using stamps 
as a secret method of sending messages. It is: to thwart just such 
sending of messages that the ban an exportation of stamps has been 
placed. 

Shortly after publication of the article we had a letter from the 
Office of Censorship in which it was implied that they would prefer 
that no further publication of matter of that nature be made and 
while the matter printed was perfectly harmless, we will of course 
follow the desires of this board,

rect answer to the question we put in this article, Perhaps the read- 
ers have too little time on their hands to give to the solving of such 
problems and for the time being, no answer will be published, al- 
though to any interested party who will send a stamped addressed 
envelope we will give the answer and the method by which it is

There are 
those who save the coils that show 
the guide line on the single stamp 
and also those or perhaps at least 
one that collects the items so bad- 
ly centered that two sides of the 
stamps are touched or cut by the 
perforations. Then there are the 
“Gook” collectors and a hardy 
few that save breaks on city type 
items. A few ‘Dated Overprint col- 
lectors and at least a couple that 
save ,them with the Perforated 
Initials. No doubt I have missed 
a few odd or novel means of col- 
lecting but as yet I have not found 
any one that collects the Provis- 
ional Precancels. Those Precancels 
that do exist but never get in the 
catalog, I believe that this would 
be a most interesting and virgin 
field in wich to collect. You 
would have set your own rules 
and limitations but you should 
have a lot of fun.

We have previously noted some 
instances in which V-Mail lettérs 
have appeared to be quite slow 
in reaching destination. We now 
want to relate that a correspon- 
dent in Pearl Harbor, Hawaii has 
advised us that he has had V-Mail 
from San Francisco inside 24 
hours time. He, further tells of an 
instance in which a V-Mail letter 
mailed at Ironton, Ohio, reached 
its destination in Pearl Harbor 
in three days from date it was 
sent. Certainly that beats any- 
thing’ we have heard of in the 
fast mail service. 





DID YOU KNOW? 
—THAT since the United States 
entered the war the Axis nations 
have lost huge sums of money 
from the sale of stamps? Every 
year American stamp Collectors 
spent hundreds of thousands of 
dollars buying issues of the dic- 
tator countries. The money was 
used to pay the expenses of the 
spy and publicity groups.

They are history in the making. 
T?? Why censored covers of 


much a part of the history 

that’s being made to-day as any 
that will be written of this 
world engulfing conflict. 

What with our Armed forces 
geattered in all parts of the world, 
with practically every country in 
the world censoring both incom- 
ing and outgoing mail, the field 
js without limitations and offers 
many hours of enjoyment, and a 
high degree of satisfaction in 
ownership. 


Having had many inquiries as 
to where one might secure some 
guch covers, I can only say there 
is an old proverb, “‘Gold is where 
you find it,’ and so it is with 
censored covers, your friends, your 
business associates and dealers 
are all sources of supply. I have 
mentioned before and it is worth 
repeating that some of my most 
ynusual and interesting covers, 
are ones given to me by friends. 
fm thinking particularly of a 
“set” of six or seven covers given 
to me by a young lady who knew 
that I collected them, They were 
all. written by this same young 
lady from San Francisco to an 
English soldier in the armed ser- 
vice in Egypt. These covers (the 
lhettéfs removed) were written 
lover a period of some five or six 
‘months, and while no reply was 
ever received the sender continu- 
ed her faithful practice of writing. 
Finally the covers began to be 
returned to her. Being at a loss 
for the reason, she (this same 
young lady) began correspondence 

the boy’s Mother in Eng- 
Jand, and learned that the young 
iman had been taken prisoner by 
va Germans, and interned, 


The covers are ones to make 
jany collector’s eyes beam with 
joy. They are rich with censor 
‘markings, English, Egyptian and 
even Australian, and notations of 


one camp to another. There are 


and the most unusual thing of 
all is the absense of the stamps 
on most of the covers that were 
used to mail them. They were the 
ordinary defense type and of no 
value, but perhaps were removed 
by some soldier some where to 
whom they appealed and who even 
in the midst of a war had time 
out for stamps. 


When one is fortunate enough 
to come into possession of cov- 
ets of such a caliber as this, it 
makes them proud to be associ- 
ated with such a fascinating hobby 
While I admit that good covers 
are not always easy to find, still

books and also an edition in one 
book, showing that it can be done. 

The greatest problem that faces 
the publisher ig the decision that 
has to be made with regard to the 
listing of new stamps. 

Just by what rule they measure 
stamps is a question that we can 
not answer and if there is such 
a rule we would believe that the 
publishers would confer a favor 
on collectors by a publication of 
that rule. To one who will care- 
fully scan the catalogue in the 
hope of discovering by what rule 
stamps are included or excluded 
it seems apparent that there is no 
rule, yet the publishers may have 
such a rule. It would seem how- 
ever if they do have a rule, it 
must have been lost some time 
ago, for there certainly must be 
some definite line of division be- 
tween an authorized and _ recog- 
nized issue of stamps and an un- 
authorized or unrecognized issue, 
likewise there must be some line 
that will separate and distinguish 
one stamp from another as a dis- 
tinct or newly issued variety as 
against a minor variety. 

Personally we get our greatest 
pleasure out of stamps by making 
a specialized collection or study 
of a country or of certain stamps. 
We believe however that most 
collectors do little in this line 
other than add blocks, plate num- 
bers, covers, and a few such things 
which are distinctive pieces, avail- 
able to all and can be acquired 
without any effort of study or 
search. Such a collection is a very 
attractive one and gives sufficient 
outlet for ones desires ‘without 
the worry of using a magnifying 
glass and studying the stamps in 
question, 


A large number will probably 
take a single country and may 
go after everything under the sun 
in that country, but it is usually 
that one country alone and no 
other at the same time, for the 
average man lacks sufficient time 
and cash to go much farther, Some 
very excellent collections have 
been made by such collectors. 

General collecting which was 
the custom around the turn of the 
century has become almost ex- 
tinct except among beginners. No 
one longer has the time nor the 
money to put into a general col- 
lection so that the man _ who 
wants quantity to work with col- 
lects groups of countries among 
the most popular of which have 
been British Colonies. This group 
alone is now so large that few 
include them all. 

Getting back to the catalogue 
‘we find some countries which are 
much more thoroughly listed as 
to minor varietie, than are others. 
Just why this should be done in 
a general catalogue is a question, 
for certainly it can not be because 
of a definite greater interest in 
those favored countries. It would 
seem that the publishers have 
from time to time pounced on 
some one country, given it a 
thorough shaking up and then 
listed material that appears as va- 
rieties of interest, If this is done 
with one country, why not with 
all, 

To do it with all would greatly 
increase the size of the catalogues 
and increase its cost. It is appar- 
ent therefore that what we need 
more than anything else is a more 
simplified catalogue that will list 
distinctive issues and leave the 
varieties for the collector who is 
interested in them, 

If you will get hold of a Scott 
catalogue and then take one of 
the specialist catalogues that has 
been issued since the last world 
war and lists the many interest- 
ing varieties of the German in- 
flation issue you will readily see 
that the Scott*catalogue merely 
skims the surface on these stamps, 
yet they are an exceedingly in- 
teresting group. If all countries 
were so thoroughly specialized as 
this group of stamps has been, the 
Scott catalogue would be as big 
asan unabridged Webster. 

We definitely believe that cata- 
logues of the future must be al-_ 
tered to a much more simplified 
form, that minor varieties, as well 
as bloated listings of plate num- 
bers, blocks etc. must be elimina- 
ted. We would suggest serious 
consideration toward listing only

face different varieties with the 





thought to encourage more gener- 
al collecting. We would then urge 
a complete series of handbooks on 
every country in which the stamps 
would be listed and include with 
thent every known variety or col- 
lectors piece that can be put into 
the book. This handbook for each 
could be reprinted for any coun- 
try when new discoveries make 
reprinting necessary. Dead coun- 
tries might not require a reprint- 
ing more often than every ten 
years, With such a series of hand- 
books the specialist could find 
ready reference material on any 
country. Values on the regular 


issues would be established in the‘ 


same manner as at present, while 
values on choice and rare varieties 
would be established by the mar- 
ket at auction and by dealers who 
would put their own values on 
items in stock, thus creating com- 
petition in the sale of choice 
items. I dare say values arrived 
at in such manner would be as 
sound as any in the catalogues for 
anyone knows that there i, a 
“two way stretch” to any cata- 
logue figure and mostly on the 
reducing side. So if a dealer sets 
a price of $2.50 on a stamp that 
is catalogued at $5.00 and sells at 
Auction at $2.00. the dealer is 
much nearer being a true baro- 
meter of value than is the cata- 
logue, 

As an annual catalogue I would 
vision that as an annual price 
list, listing only the number and 
the price in narrow columns, so 
that a reference can be made to 
any specialized handbook and 
the priced chart at the same time 
in judging values. This price list 
would be wholly without illustra- 
tion, would serve as a check list 
as well and would be small enough 
that the collector could readily 
carry it in his pocket. The cost 
would be comparatively small 
alongside the annual catalogue as 
now issued, yet the _ publishers 
could exact a_ substantial price 
and come oui on top with a pub- 
lishing business that in the end 
would be much more profitable 
to them than the present ecata- 
logue. 

Along with the specialized hand- 
books on each country we would 
also urge the publication of a 
thorough line of cheap 10c to 25c 
handbooks on all current phases 
of our hobby, written and pre- 
pared especially to instruct and 
interest the beginner and amateur. 
Like the poor, they are always 
with us and it is from them that 
we must gain our recruits and 
future philatelists.

It is suggested that the Agency 
may be closed shortly. If that 
should happen, the effect upon 
stamp collecting would be cat- 
aclysmic.” 

As we stated some weeks ago, 
so far as news about stamps is 
concerned one can just as well 
shut their eyes and make their 
own statements without contact- 
ing authorities and they will be 
just as right as all the information 
that has come from Washington 
in the past many months. One 
says they will and one says they 
won’t and anyone can guess that 
close. ‘ 

Mr. Fawcett predicts cataclys- 
mic results for stamp collecting 
if the Agency is closed. Our own 
opinion has long ,been that the 
Agency does more harm than 


(3| good for the hobby. No stamp 


collector needs the agency for 
obtaining stamps for his collec- 
tion. The Agency has merely been 
a place where speculators can get 
service. Buying stamps in sheets 
and laying them away is not 
stamp collecting and the sooner 
collectors quit that sort of buying, 
the better will be the value of 
their stamp collections.

The following report of the six 
months tour of Col and Mrs. 
Hopper to the Southland has been 
written and authorized by our 
Field Commander and Chairman 
Wagner, of our Board of Gover- 
nors, taken from the official re- 
ports sent to Headquarters;— y 

The 1942 tour of our good-will 
ambassadors was very successful, 
covering thro’ 23 states, four con- 
ventions and seventeen meetings, 
not counting inumerable person- 
al visits and friendly calls. 


Tired out from the long tour, 
covering over ten thousand miles 
Col. and Mrs. Hopper arrived in 
So. California, November 1 with 
a record of personally enrolling 
over six hundred members into 
the Phalanx Fraternity, as is pro- 
ven by the copyright official rolls 
now being published, giving the 
names and states of all on the 
Honorary and Life Memberships. 


The route from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic seaboards has been 
given in April and May. The 
route back to the West Coast 
from N. Y. State covered, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, Chi- 
cago, thence thro, Springfield, 
Iil., to St. Louis, Mo., Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Texas, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Nevada. The net resut of 
the entire trip was exactly 611 
new members, not counting near- 
ly one hundred nominations not 
as yet elected. 


At St. Louis 21 nominations 
were received, to be acted upon 
before the S. P. A. 1943 Conven- 
tion. 117 new members were en- 
rolled at the 1942 APS conven- 
tion, at Cleveland, Ohio, with 73 
more at the SPA 1942 convention 
at Detroit, Mich. Nearly 500 of 
the new members were taken per- 
sonally by the two touring of- 
ficials. At St. Louis a dozen visits 
were made and nominations made. 
At Memphis, Tenn., Major Car- 
rington Bacon had a list of over 
fifty nominations who will be en- 
rolled by the Board when the list 
is completed. All these, are among 
the Memphis sector. Two large 
groups’ are expected when Nash- 
ville and Knoxville are contacted 
with other large Tennessee phil- 
atelic groups. 


Our visit to Jackson, the cap- 
itol of Mississippi, and to Vicks- 
burg—the famous Gibraltar of the 
Confederacy, have been pree 
viously noted and some splendid 
new members’ enrolled. Col. 
Hooper states, “we went down the 
Mississipppi river, with Kentucky 
and Tennessee on the East bank 
and Missouri and Arkansas on the 
West bank of “Old Man River,” 
noting the vast cotton fields, and 
dropping off at many small towns 
to visit or make happy some old- 
timers we had promised to see. 
Thus, we picked up many who 
were otherwise unable to make 
the long journeys to conventions. 

The Capital City Philatelic So- 
ciety, Jackson, Miss., has a cap- 
ital capable president in Mrs. 
Margaret Lott-Lloyd, and an en- 
ergetic secretary in Miss Dorothy 
Bolton, who aided Mrs. Hooper 
enroll a goodly number in Dixie- 
Land. At Baton Rouge we met 
three old-timers, thence on to 
New Orleans and a four-day stop.

On a recent trip, it was my priv= 
ilege to view the meter collections 
of many Linn’s readers and there 
are some ideas worthy of mention. 
Mr. B. G. McGrew IPSS from 
Cleveland goes in for mailomats 
and he has all of these covers and 
meter number in a scrap book. 
Mrs. Bryson Wilbur IPSS from 
Oberlin, Ohio has a large photo- 
graph album with a representa- 
tive collection of meter covers. 
She has not tried to amount all of 
any one item in it, but she has 
given a page or two to a number 
of different topicals such as “store 
your furs,” colleges and hospitals 
etc. The non-collector would find 
much of interest in her album, 
Steven Sunstie of Dayton has 
mounted all his air mail metered 
covers together and they make as 
attractive a showing as _ first 
flights. There are the regulation 
air mail envelopes with plain 
meters and slogans and there are 
plain envelopes bearing rubber 
hand stamps and fancy stickers 
or etiquettes. His regular meter 
collection is mounted by strips in 
three ring binders, 

Dr. Lochbaum of Hagerstown, 
Maryland, a veteran at the meter 
hobby has thousands of them filed 
away in strips. He has a specially 
constructed filing cabinet which is 
subdivided into 48 different com- 
partments each one of which con- 
tains a box the right~size for the 
widest envelope. In these boxes 
he has filed his meter strips by 
meter number. He _ saves both 
plain and slogan meters but keeps 
them separate. These are also 
indexed which makes this arrang- 
ment ideal, IPSS Jacques Rogers 
of Far Rackaway, New York has 
the most de luxe method of 
mounting I have ever seen. He 
has selected a large Elbe album 
with interleaving paper and has 
arranged his patriotic slogans in 
it. Contrary to usual custom, he 
has cut his slogans very small and 
then he has mounted several of 
these on a sheet. Using his nat- 
ural artistic ability he has drawn 
an elaborate frame around each 
one, and has printed the name of 
meter user to the left of every 
slogan which eliminates the prob- 
lem of how to accomodate the 
corner card on envelopes of vary- 
ing lengths. The one disadvantage 
of this luxury mounting is the 
time it takes. It is the first time 
I have seefi meters really display- 
ed outside of a stamp show. 

The Stampex National Stamp 
Exhibition held in Newark Oc- 
tober 22-25 had a fine representa- 
tion of meters. Mrs. James Arn- 
old won first medal for two 
frames of selected foreign meters; 
Mr. John Pennypacker came in 
second with two frames showing 
the history of metered mail and 
I came in third with food slogans; 
Other exhibits included Arthur 
Stevens of Lakewood, N. J. with 
one frame of telephone slogans, 
Miss Phebe Booth of Superior, 
Wisconsin with a frame entitled, 
“The meter goes literary” and the 
frame of Miss Francis Poffen- 
berger whose Christmas meter 
slogans won at SPA in Detroit. 
Especially outstanding and in 
keeping with the theme of the 
show was a frame of commercial 
patriotic slogans of the U. S. en- 
tered by A. W. Bending Linn’s 
Canadian meter writer. He had 64 
different commercial  patriotics 
mounted four to a page with art 
corners, These slogans are pro- 
viding collectors with a greater 
thrill than the stock slogans as 
they are not as common. 

It is my earnest hope that fu- 
ture exhibits will attract more 
and more meter frames as this 
helps to make the hobby grow. 
Already greater interest is shown 
by meter programs on the radio 
_and at stamp clubs.

Although the mailing list has 
been pruned down to 2200 names, 
over 300 bid lists covering a few 
to several hundred bids each were 
received, vesides an attendance in 
the room that ran during the sale 
from 70 to 80 persons, making ap- 





proximately 400 bidders. 

There was a small General U. 
S. Collection in the sale that the 
owner bought from an “Adv.” for 
$275.00. This property grossed 
$541.40. 

A very fine line of Mint blocks 
of four from a collector in Minn- 
esota brought excellent prices. A 
few items at random, viz: a block 
of four, 50c 240 cataloging 
$60.00 brought $46.00: a block of 
8c ‘Trans.-Miss. cataloging $30.00 
brought $20.00: a block of 5c La 
Purch, 326 cataloging $27.50 
brought $16.25: block of nine 
with 5c “error” 499H cataloging 
$30.00 brought $25.50. : 

Many used wholesale lots from 
1861 to 1941 brought almost one 
half to one fifth catalog. 

In this sale there was also a 
20th Cent. Foreign property 1901- 
25 without British Cols. which 
was bought a few months ago 
from a local dealer for $425.00 
and brought the amazing gross of 
$1045.25. 

Out of 400 bidders, over 100 
did not get a single lot and at 
least three quarters of the sale 
sold in the City. 

All of which goes to show that 
fine stamps in fine condition will 
bring fine prices in the present 
day market. 





New Stamps Rumored To 
Replace Defense Sef 


The New York Sun for No- 
vember first states that “Unoffic- 
ial reports received from Wash- 
ington last week indicate that the 
United States will soon issue 1- 
cent and 2-cent stamps which 
would gradually replace the cur- 
rent ‘For Defense” items in the 
same denominations. No _ fur- 
ther stocks of the Defense Ic, 2c 
and 3c are being printed.” 

This will be welcome news 
for that great army of First Day 
Cover collectors who got their 
biggest kick out of stamp collec- 
ting in the days of Jim Farley. 
The “For Defense” motif of 
the current 1, 2 arf 3c Defense 
stamps is out of date. alongside 
of the Win The War stamp and 
stamps with more fight in them 
will be a welcome addition to 
our war effort. 


ONE BUYE’R VIEW 
Practically all the GREEN col 
lection so far sold were priced or 
cataloged by the 1942 Scotts. 
This may have been an all fair 
basis for the individuel stamps 
and sets, but on the large by- 
country lots it surely had _ its 
kickback. Especially the South 
and Central American lots and 
some of the Portuguese Cols. 
where many of the high prices 
in the 1942 catalog were greatly 
reduced. So some buyers woke 
up with a headache when they 
found instead of buying the 
stamps at say % catalog, be- 
cause of the reduction in catalog 
they had paid merely % catalog. 
It is hoped future sale, will be 
cataloged by the 1943 catalog so 
that buyers of country lots will 
get a break. 








The Readers Digest states that 
more than 30 firms in New York 
sell postage stamps at a discount. 
Stamps are bought from Mail Or- 
der houses and other companies 
who annually receive large re- 
mittances in postage stamps. The 
bulk of the stamps are bought 
at about 94c on the dollar and 
sold at 98c on the dollar. Best 
customers are mail clerks who 
take this means of knocking down 
2¢ on each dollar their firm 








spends for postage.

Tobacco to each defaulter.” This 
forced every landowner to supply 
a mail carrier, at least as far as 
the next plantation. 

Our First “Pony Express” 

We might say that the first 
“pony express” on this continent 
was established in 1673 by Gov- 
ernor Lovelace of New York. The 
carrier was a single horseman who 
made the journey, each way, be- 
tween New York and_ Boston.. 
Private and official mail, in seal- 
ed bags, was dropped en route and 
letters collected by the way. But 
there was interference on th part 
of the Dutch and Indians and the 
“Pony” was abandoned, Another 
ambitious attempt, on the part of 
Governor Dongan, of New York 
to have a series of post offices 
from Nova Scotia to South Caro- 
lina, resulted in only an intermit- 
tent service and his plan was 
never fully carried out. 

These two roughly sketched 
plans were typical of many at- 
tempts made by the legislatures 
of the various states. The tasks 
were difficult and thankless but 
heroically performed—to little 
purpose. 

Our present gigantic system. of 
World communication may be said 
to have its first real start with 
the patent monoply given to Tho- 
mas Neale, in England, who ap- 
pointed Andrew Hamilton, an 
American, his resident deputy. In 
1711 the first definite rate for 
America’s postal service was fixed 
by act of the English Parliament. 
The cost was four pence for any 
distance up to sixty miles; and 
the postage was payable ON DE- 
LIVERY. They reasoned that the 
letter might never be delivered; 
why pay in advance? 

And if the person receiving the 
letter was short of money he 
might “charge it”. Postmasters 
were obliged to trust the person— 
and often was that trust betray- 
ed. This is proved by an an- 
nouncement in the Weekly Mer- 
cury, of October 23rd, 1735.— 
“This is to give notice to all per- 
sons indebted to Andrew Hay, 
Postmaster at Perth Amboy, for 
the postage of letters, that they 
must pay the same or. expect 
trouble, Some have been. due 
near four years.” Surely the post- 
— of that day had no easy 
job.

Private Raybin is a Brooklyn 
collector who is following his hob- 
by in the service too, for he sends 
along a notice enclosed in a let- 
ter that had originally been mail- 
ed as a V-Mail letter but which 
could not be photographed and 
forwarded by V-Mail because of 
“reasons checked below.” All 
these scraps of paper relative to 
mail handling and transport will 
make interesting additions to any 
war cover. collection of the fu- 
ture.
